Fight for Office or Principles

Workers’ Party Presidential 
Candidate Sees Little 
Chance for Cause in 
U. S., but Still Fights.

Wash., Sept. 23-—He sat down 


alone in a Pullman seat: there 
were no crowds to greet him at 
the stations along the way; he had 
ho retinue of secretaries or news- 
paper men with him, he wore a 
soft collar and a black slouch hat 
and a threadbare suit of clothes; 
nobody recognized him except the 
writer, for he was William Z. Fos- 
ter, candidate for the presidency 
on the ticket of the Workers’ Par- 
ty of America—an avowed be- 
liever in communism. 

There had always been in my 
mind a burning curiosity to fird 
out what the “Z” stood for. It 
was a good opportunity to learn 
the answer to that and a dozen 
other questions which the advo- 
cacy -of Communism naturally 
arouses. 

“I put the ‘Z’ in there,” he said 
with a smile, “just because I want- 
ed to be different. It doesn’t 
stand for anything. I just inserted 
it one day.” 

There is much that’s different 
‘about the man William Z. Foster. 
His viewpoint on the whole polit- 
ical situation is different. He is 
making a 15,000-mile speaking 
tour all by himself, and he comes 
in contact with a rumbling, dis- 
satisfied element and is a keen 
observer of human nature and 
economic cond.tions. 

“What about La 
the next question. 

Calls La Follette Demagogue.” 

“Oh, he’s just a demagogue,”’ 
replied Foster. “He represents the 
capitalistic system just as much as 
do the other candidates. Only he 
reflects the sentiment of the lit- 
tle capitalist, the element in Amer- 
ica which strives to rise from the 
employe to the employer class. 

“But, ultimately, they all merge 
into the capitalistic regime. La 
Follette, to my mind, is the best 
friend of the capitalist class in 
America. He is like the Socialists 
of European countries who proved 
the main obstacle to the success 
of communism. 

“Examine some of La Follette’s 
philosophies. Why, they are tame 
compared to the philosophies of 
men like Stinnes, in Germany, or 
the industrialists of other Euro- 
pean countries. I should hardly 
classify La Follette as of the Left. 
He is closer to the Right. 

“Do you think he will poll a 
big vote?" 

“Yes, I do. And we are watch- 
ing with great interest what he is 
doing, for we believe the third par- 
ty, which he has introduced, is 
bound to stay, and that it means 
the gradual breaking up of the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties. 
I haven’t any doubt, however, that 
if La Follette’s group ever does get 
a majority of the voters, the big 
interests will find some way to 
control his movement. It is in- 
evitable.”’

The more one talks with Foster 
the more one wonders about his 
environment and early training, for 
he is such a convinced communist, 
so frank and open gout it, that 
it is natural to inquire how he 
came to his present views. 


“I was born in Massachusetts,” 
he said, “and my mother was En- 
glish and my father Irish. In the 
town of Taunton, Mass., where I 
was born, the first red flag of 
revolution was raised in the days 
of the American revolution against 
Great Britain. I didn't go to school 
much. I gathered my education 
by extensive reading. I shipped 
before the mast as a youngster and 
rounded Cape Horn on a square 
rigger four times. I beat my way 
between New York and the Pacific 
Coast eight times, and have mixed 
with all kinds of people in all 
kinds of places.” 


Most of the conversation we had 
was about communism and soviet- 
ism. Foster is enthusiastic about 
the Russian experiment, and says 
he believes the Russian Govern- 
ment is the strongest Government 
in the world, with the exception of 
the American Government. 


“Isn't it odd,” he mused, “that 
two Governments representing two 
extremes in economic life should 
be powerful? Germany, Great 
Britain, France, Italy—ithey are 
shaky compared to the soviet gov- 
ernment, which introduced discip- 
line and rigid rule. I think, of 
course, that they had many uto- 
pian ideas in Russian which could 
not be worked out. They tried So- 
cialism at first, for instance, which, 
to my mind, is thoroughly impracti- 
cal. People in the United States do 
not understand communism. It's 
an altogether different system of 
living.” 

“Do you think it will ever get a 
foothold in America?” was the next 
question. 

Not Optimistic for Communism. 

Foster shrugged his shoulders 
and sighed. He didn’t appear to 
believe that, in a country in which 
trade unionism and capitaliem were 
so strong, that much headway coull 
be made for some time. 

“But communism,” he said, “ig 
not developed by us. That is a big 
mistake. It is an effect rather than 
a4 cause. It arises spontaneously 
when the capitalistic system breass 
down and disintegrates. You never

have communism until the condi- 
tions of disorcer and discontent are 
brought about by the mistakes and 
tactics of capitalists.’ 

Foster explained that the Work- 
ers’ party of America would be on 
the ballot in at least 15 states, but 
that he and his colleagues did this 
merely as a meuns of educating in- 
dividuals to their doctrines. He has 
no hope of succeeding by the bal- 
lot. 

“We disagree with the Social- 
ists,” he remarked, “that anything 
can be accomplished by the ballot 
or by evolution. We simply hold, 
as communists, that some day the 
workers’ units, in units, will ac- 
quire the ascendancy.” 

Foster went on to show how his 
group disagrees with the anarch- 
ists, I. W. W.’s and Socialists, and 
insisted that what he was doing in 
America was not a bit different 
than what was being done by other 
societies affiliated with the Third 
Internationale in Moscow. "4 

“There is no such thing as an 
American communism,” he _ said, 
“or a German gommunish. It’ all 
the same thing.” 

Asked where the funds were 
coming from to finance his cam- 
paign, and if he received money 
from Russ.a, he laughed. 


Raised Million for Russia. 

“How can Russia, with her eco- 
‘nomic troubles, help us? Why our 
organizatio.a raised a million dol- 
aay in this country for famine re- 
lief.”’ 

The communists charge admis- 
sion -for their meetings——-25 cents a 
head—and, in that respect, loster 
thinks La Follette is doing the 
right thing. There are about 15 
newspapers, six of them dailies, 
which spread communist propa- 
ganda and develop new members. 
The list of members was estimated 
by Foster at about 25,000, but he 
thought at least four times that 
number were in sympathy with his 
cause and that he would poll mary 
times that vote this year. Inci- 
dentally, Foster has a unique con- 
ception of the Ku Klux Klan. 

“It’s the expression of a certain 
discontent,” he said, “but if you 
study it closely, you will find it is 
economic discontent mixed up with 
religious hatred. Just note the 
classes of individuals against whom 
the klan operates. In one region 
it opposes foreigners for evwwnomic 
reasons. In another, it fights 
against the rise of certain success- 
ful business people. In another it 
is antiunion. Call it what you will, 
it is a movement of confusioa and 
discontent, misdirected and colored 
by false objectives. Most of its 
members are a stupid and ignorant 
lot. I doubt whether if its rolls 
were disclosed, there would be 
many really intelligent people in 
eg 

Thus does Willlam Z. Foster 
make his campaign. He says about 
the same thing in his speeches ev- 
erywhere. He is glever enough to 
avoid entanglements with anti- 
syndicalist laws, for he does not 
stress the method by which com- 
munism is to be achieved so much 
as the doctrine itself, and most of 
his discussion is usually historical 
and explanatory of conditions in 
Europe.

Senate, in one of its last sessions 
before the summer cliday ad- 
journment, passed a law authoriz- 
ing the city of Paris to issue a 
loan of 300,000,000 francs ($24.-

ing low rental apartment houses.

14,000 individuals or small families 
and will go some way toward re- 
lieving the present shortage of 
dwellings.

DAWES PLANS REAR PLATFORM 
SPEECHES IN MINNESOTA 


G. O. P. Nominee Starts Tomorrow 
for Trip—Will Discuss La Fol- 
lette and Farming. 

By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 23.—Arrange- 


ments for a tour of Minnesota this 


week by Charles G. Dawes, Repub- 
lican candidate for Vice President, 
as announced by the Republican 
National Committee, provide for 
nearly a dozen rear platform ad- 
dresses, in addition to principal 
speeches at Minneapolis, Thursday 
evening, and St. Cloud, Friday eve- 
ning. 

The trip will be the most ex- 
tensive, so far as speaking is con- 
cerned, of any that Dawes yet has 
made, and the rear platform 
speeches were arranged in accord- 
ance with a desire expressed by 
the nominee after an experiment 
in that type of campaigning last 
week on the trip to South Dakota. 

The rear platform schedule pro- 
vides for 10-minute talks at Ro- 
chester, Zumbrota, Red Wing, Ano- 
ka, Wabash and Winona, all in 
Minnesota, and La Crosse, Sparta, 
New Lisbon, Portage and probably 
Madison, Janesville and Beloit in 
Wisconsin. 

Dawes announced that he ex- 
pected to devote his attention 
largely to the La Follette candi- 
dacy and to the farm question.

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TEACHERS SAY BOARD 
GAVE WRONG FIGURES 


Association Declares in State- 
ment That Report on Receipts 
Was Underestimated. 
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That the Board of Education 
greatly underesimated receipts and 
overestimated expenditures, as 
shown by reports for the last two 
fiscal years, is the latest argument 
to be advanced by the St. Louis 
Hight School Teachers’ Association 
in their campaign for 
creases, 

The tachers, in the following 
Statement issued today, cite in- 
stances of the great difference be- 
tween the estimates of the board, 
and actual receipts and expenndi- 
tues, as shown by the fiscal report. 

“In a previous statement issued 
by the St. Louis High School Teach- 
ers’ Association, data was submit- 
ted bearing upon the,financial con- 
rition of the public schools. The 
data submitted showed that the 
Board of Education underestimat- 
ed its receipts for the fiscal year, 
1922-23, by $1,138,773.10, and for 
last fiscal year, 1923-24, by $829,- | = 
908.57. It was shown also that /= 
the probable underestimate for the 
current year, based upon the act- 
ual receipts for the last two years, 
will amount to at least $888,807.06. | 

“On the other hand, it is cus- 
tomary for the Board of Education 
to Over-estimate its expenditures. 
The financial statements of the 
board show that the estimated ex- 
pendiures for the fiscal year, 1922- 
23, exceeded the actual expendi- 
tures by $2,435,712.68, and for 
1923-24, by $3,311,929.02. Since, 
however, the entire contract cost of 
school buildings must be appro- 
|priated before the contracts are let, ' 
regardless of what part of the ap- | 
‘propriation is expended within the | 
‘fiscal year, the amount of thé un- |: 
expended balances of building con- | 
itracts should be deducted from the 
total over-estimate of expenditures. | : 
‘If this is done, the over-estimate 
'for the year, 1922-23, amounted to 
$881,633.51, and to $828,861.06 for 
|1923-24. While it is impossible at | 
| this time to determine the over- | 
‘estimate of expenditures for this 
\year, it seems probable that it will | 
approximate that for each of the | 
last two years.

You Are Protected 
From Fire Dangers

Usually at a distance from the vol- 
unteer fire company, the bucket 
brigade or garden hose is our only 
way of meeting the disaster. bag 
may start as an innocent chimney 
fire, if we have no way of check- 
ing it, thay turn into a conflagra- 
tion in no time, perhaps, alded by 
high winds. It behooves us to look 
about and acquire as many first 
aids as we find available. 

For use in upper halls there ts 
an é@xtinguisher which throws a4 
40-foot stream from its nozzle, 
reaching places where the ready 
water pail would be useless. There 
is still another extinguisher that 
may be handled by one person, and 
the fluid it carries is very effective 
in extinguishing fires. 

Another smaller extinguisher is 
used as a spray for Christmas 
trees, house decorations, and even 
for fully set tables where candles 
are to be used. The liquid in no 
way injures the linens, laces or 
other decorations and renders them 
noninflammable. ; 

For emergency use on upper 
floors there is a ladder of = steel 
chain, which is quite the latest de- 
vice An protective ladders. 

Thete ig a new portable hand 
Hght which throws its rays 
through 30 feet of snioke, thus en- 
abling one to find any that may 
have been overcome attempting to 
escape. The lamp is of aluminum 
and weighs but 30 ounces. There 
are also other smaller lights that 
are wonderfully helpful in smoky 
places. 

In garage, stable or outbuildine 
of any sort there is nothing better 
than the safety tank with its six 
self-filling buckets. 

Hand grenades in racks on each 
floor are adequate protection if 
used quickly in many cases. A small 
fire gong in the lower hall is a quick 
way of waking people if the house 
is large and there are many peo 
ple to awaken. The gong may p2 
sounded from a button on the sev- 
ond story. 

In taking the ‘‘ounce of preven- 
tion’’ idea in safety first matter? 
see to it that all matches are put 
away from children and mice, all 
greasy and waxed floor cloths kept 
in a galvanized bucket outdoors, 
aS spontaneous combustion mart 
often cause fire. Have chimneys 
Bwept and examined at least one» 
a year. Furnace pipes should be 
taken down during the summet. 
being replaced after chimney 
sweeping in the fall. 

Electric wires should be mos* 
earefully protected, for they are 
often the apparently innocent 
causes of fire. All open fires should 
have wire screens to set up before 
them days and nights when the 
rooms are to be vacated whi'e 
the fire is burning. A snapping 
coal or wood spark does quick 
damage at times. 

All garbage and trash should b5 
burned in a trash burner or mod- 
ern incinerator, never in the kitch- 
en range, as its inflammabl> 
greases are apt to set the chimney 
afire if there is the least chance 
to do so. Many families have 4 
regular fire drill with thelr servy- 
ants, at least once a month anil 
teach them the use of the simple 
protection. Then in an emergency 
they are not apt to lose their heads 
and endanger their lives.
